During the 
war she spent some two years in and 
around Damascus, At the end: of the~ 
war the Turks were weary, as they had 
had twelve years of constant’ fighting, 
covering the period ‘of both the, Balkan 
War and the great war... They had a 
longing for. peace, and believed in the 
declarations of the Allies and especially 
the. principles of President. Wison. 
They said te the American Mission on 
Mandates: “If America will take the

“jn the work for peace.” Smyrna was 
quiet and easily kept in hand by ten or 
a dozen British officers, but, unhappily, 
the unannounced arrival. of the Greek 
fleet broke the terms of the armistice. 
The news was soon carried by refugees 
to Brusa and Constantinople. The na- 
tional spirit was revived and a vast mass 
meeting of protest was held in the Hip- 
podrome at Constantinople.. Something 
like 150,000 people were there,-and the 
person that they wanted particularly to 
hear was Haupe Hanoum. She became 


t the foremost ‘person in éxpressing. this 


Turkish spirit: The Allies began to 
arrest the Turkish leaders.: They just 
missed HaLibE, who was conducted across 
the Bosporus by her friends: and drove 
in a cag as’a péasant woman to Angora, 
where since she has been the Minister of 
Education and her husband the Minister 
of Public Health. 

Under the leadership of MUSTAPHA 
KEeMAL the ‘Turks have’ regained: their 
position at the head of the Moslem world. 
A year ago there was an excellent crop 
in Anatolia. The Bolsheviki needed it, 
and sent gold rubles: for it. Part was 
given_to the Turkish Army, so that the 
poorest and most ijl-kept soldiers in the 
world were the only ones being paid in 
gold. The intense interest'in the struggle 
started so much of a Moslem wave, in 
Africa, and the French Moslem leaders

**I consider ‘hhim-one of the greatest 
lawyers of the Senate,” said Frank L. 
Polk. ‘“‘ He is greatly res ed and ad- 
mired. I never heard any criticism of 
him, and-that’s particularly unusual in 
the Senate and in _.Washington. His 
writings have a high reputation. I think 
that it is an admirable selection.”’ 

_ Mr. Sutherland also was pralsed~ as 

a jurist: by John W. Davis, former Am- 
beeper to Great Britain, who said that 
he thought the President had made an 
admirable and fitting choice for the va- 
caricy in «the highest court. Mr. 
Sutherland was Chairman of the Fed- 
eral Commission on Workmen’s Com- 
pénsation in’ 1912 and 1913, and his re- 
port on a bill before Congress" ‘won the 
support of Mr. Davis, who was then in 
the House of Representatives. 

**I first met him when in Congress,” 
said Mr.. Davis. ‘* At that time there 
was no abler lawyer in- either House 
than Mr. Sutherland. All his col- 
leagues placed the highest estimate upon 
his abilittes: -<He is a man of broad 
learning, clear‘and logical intellect; with 
@ lofty sense of public duty. Not only 
has he a profund knowledge of the con- 
stitutional history of America, but he is 
an ardent believer in our constitutional 
system, with all that that: implies. In 
my judgment the President could have 
made nc better selection.’’ 

In the Sixty-third Congréss, Mr. Davis 
met this “logical intellect,’’ and it 
changed his. position on an important 
piece of legislation in the Spring ses- 
sion of 1913. Senator Sutherland was a 
member of the Judiciary Committee in 
the Senate, and Mr. Davis was on the 
same committee in the House. The 
Workmen’s ‘Cothpensation act, which 
would “Have - provided: -indemnities - for 
railroad employes in cases of disability, 
was considered in a seriés of hearings. 
Senator Sutherland, who was Chairman 
of the Federal Commission on Work- 
men’s Compénsation,. fayored the bill, 
wrote much of it, and defended it. 

‘* He took an advanced position in, that 
piece of legisiation,”” added. Mr. Davis, 
** and his logic won me ‘to the support 
of the bill. Though at first opposed, his 
masterful report completely. converted 
me. to its support.” 

Though he. has frequently been ‘called 
a “reactionary."’ and ‘‘ standpatter,” 
Mr. Sutherland has explained in 
many of ‘his speeches that he believes 
in ‘progress with’ a goal and that he 
does not believe in*starting off in any 
new political.or governmental . venture 
just because a‘hew idea is put-forth or 
some one wishes a change. He. says 
that he wants to see where he is going 
before he.starts. Fewer laws and more 
personal libegty have been advocated hy. 
him both in his speecnhes.in the Senate 
and as President of the American Bar 
Association.

Anti-Saloon League. 

“If I were ed to name the cation 
teristic which more than any othe? dis- 
tinguishes our present-day political .in- 
stitutions,’ said Senator Sutherland, ‘‘ I 
am not -sure that I would not answer; 
‘the passion for: making laws.’ There 
are forty-eight small or moderate-sized 
legislative bodies in the United States 
engaged a good deal of the time and 
one very large .national Legislature 
working overtime at this amiable occu- 
pation, their combined output being not 
far from 15,000 statutes a_ year. 

“ The prevailing obsession seems to be 
that statutes, like the crops, enrich the 
country. in proportion to; Syolume. 
Unfortunately for this noffon, however, 
the average legislator not always
